Dr. Singmaster then made an excel- 


lent address, which could have been 
heard profitably by every citizen of 
the town. Among other things he 
said that he believed that our fathers 
who lived through the eventful days 
of the battle scarcely realized then the 
greatness of those days. That it was 
even a question whether the present 
generation realized 
the meaning of 


that great evenl, nearness preventing 
a 
correct 
prospective thereof. That 


there were rnan> reasons and motives 
lor a fitting celebration of the battle, 
but added that the commercial reason, 
the benefit it would b^ to Ihe commu- 
nity, was not one of the motives that 
should urge the commemoration and 
that it should not be celebrated as a 
matter of mere local pride, for the 
event belor.geu To the nation and not 
the community. 


The reasons that (ailed for a fitting 


c-plebiation were indicated as follows: 
It should be a celebration out of grati- 
tude to Almighty God, who was on the 
side of the army most nearly in the 
right. It should be celebrated out of 
gratitude to the noble, heroic men who 
gave their lives here for a new bap- 
tism of liberty. 
It was worthy of cele- 


bration by reason of its own value as 
cne of the greatest battles of the world. 
In the whole Revolutionary War only 
one-half the number of men fell in de- 
fense of the country as fell at Gettys- 
burg. It 
should be celebrated for 


what it decided; for the grave issues 
involving the nation which were set- 
tled here, it was at the battle of Get- 
tysburg that the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence was given its greatest sig- 
nificance. 


How should the 50th anniversary 


be celebrated was the next question. 
It must be more than a local event, 
for it was not a battle for Gettysburg, 
but for the whole nation. We are too 
small and weak to measure up to what 
the celebration ousht to be. It should 
enli-t the help of the great common- 
wealth and all of the other States and 
of the National Government.

were those who feared we might be a 
little immodest in starting such an 


ir. but it was most fitting that pub-

interesting hill resort of the Pigeon 
Hills, and a famous York county at-

It is 
the highest point of the Pigeon Hills 
aud was once owned by President 
James Buchanan. Sometimes called 
'•Pulpit Hock." this popular observa- 
tory is located four miles northeast of

Although the road leading to "High 


Rock'' is rough aud steep, the scenery 
is romantic aud picturesque. The view 
from this elevation is magnificent aud 
embraces the fertile valley and tine 
farms of both York aud Adams coun- 
ties. Directly iu the foreground is Ab- 
bottstowu, sixteen miles to the west is 
Big Round Top on the Gettysburg bat- 
tlelield, and iu an easterly direction 
cau be seen the Conowago Hills, along 
the Susijuehauua rivsr.
